Taxation: Senate worked on H.R. 10650, proposed 
Revenue Act of 1962, taking the following actions on 
committee amendments: 

Adopted: By 54 yeas to 39 nays (motion to reconsider 
tabled), committee amendment which would permit 


deduction of certain entertainment expenses associated 
with the active conduct of the taxpayer’s business in 
addition to those directly related thereto; committee 
amendment to insert section on charitable contributions 
made from income attributable to several taxable years; 
and by 66 yeas to 20 nays (motion to reconsider tabled), 
committee amendment to eliminate House language 
that would withhold tax on interest and dividends at 
the source, and to substitute provision that would re- 
quire reporting of interest and dividends of $10 or more; 
and 

Rejected: Douglas amendment (to committee amend- 
ment) to repeal present requirement for withholding 
of income tax on wages at the source (in effect rejected 
when Senate, by 62 yeas to 17 nays, adopted Mansfield 
motion to table this amendment). Motion to recon- 
sider this action was tabled. 

Pending at adjournment was committee amendment 
to add language to allow deduction by farmers for

Board; Frank Gunther, the Washington Metropolitan 
Board of Trade; Henry W. Herzog, George Washing- 
ton University, who represented all the universities in 
the D.C.; and William M. Bucher, who represented the 
D.C. hospitals.
